The need of lenders in Western 
Canada war greater even than ‘he 
need of laborers and to the university 
men looked for the material from 
which leaders would be developed, in 
alt lines of work.

Rut Hardisty has something else 
that will help it on the hustle along 
the road towards a city. Already its 
citizens feel the growing pains and 
have decided unanimously to climb 
to the status of an incorporated town. 
Yet five years ago there was nothing 
here, nothing but the bleak prairie 
pastured by the cattle that fed along 
the Battle river. Just the other day 
the census was taken of 434 persons 
resident here for at least three 
months previous. If this rate oft 
growth continues, what will it be in 
1915? 

A C.P.R, Terminal. 

At present the chief feature 
Herdisty is the divisional or terminal 
yards, depot, round house and coal 
chutes. The C.P.R. pay roll is a val- 
uable asset to the business of Har- 
disty. Large gangs of men have been 
busy erecting the six stall round house 
a big coal chute and constructing the 
various things necessary at a terminal 
yard. It is quite noticeable that these 
are all of o solid permanent nature, 
for the ©. P, R. will retain this as a 
permanent divisional point. 

A fine well about forty feet deep 
and twenty feet in diameter and ie 
full to the top will supply the loco- 
motives with water. The new frame 
depot is one of the largest along the 
line and requires a staff of an agent, 
an agsistent and two operators. 

The large stock yards are supplied 
with plenty of water and thus Har- 
disty will be a favorite shipping point 
for ranchers and those farmers en- 
gaged in stock raising. The country 
along the Battle river should be well 
adopted for dairy and mixed farming 
and this feature of Hardisty trade 
sheuld increase rather than diminish 
with the settlement of the country 
Breaking Twice The Crop Acreage. 

As an evidence of the agricultural 
development in the Hardisty district 
it might be stated that the machinery 
soles for 1910 included fifty binders, 
sixty mowers and fifty breaking plows, 
Two carloads of twine were sold for 
the crop of 1910. But there has been
